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Greetings, 


The  MGH  has  just  concluded  its  bicentennial  year,  celebrated  in  many  different  ways 
throughout  the  hospital  community.  Among  the  highlights  were  the  opening  of  the  new  Lunder 
building  on  the  site  of  the  old  Clinics  building;  the  creation  by  the  MGH  of  new  scholarships 
for  young  students,  the  publication  of  several  books  about  the  hospital,  including  a general  his- 
tory, a history  of  the  Pathology  Department  and  our  own  MGH  Nursing  at  200,  which  I hope 
most  you  have  seen.  It  was  capped  with  the  dedication  of  the  Paul  S.  Russell,  MD  Museum  of 
Medical  History  and  Innovation  in  December.  Someone  has  coined  the  very  apt  phrase, 
“History  Beside  Us,”  in  connection  with  the  museum.  We  hope  to  hold  one  of  our  homecom- 
ing functions  there  this  Fall. 


Our  membership  currently  stands  at  908  active,  1409  inactive,  27  complimentary  and  14(3 
active)  foreign.  If  you  know  someone  who  should  be  a member  but  isn’t,  please  put  them  in 
touch  with  us. 


During  the  Board's  retreat  last  Spring,  the  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  to  consider  dis- 
solving the  Association,  given  that  the  school  has  been  closed  for  thirty  years,  that  we  lose 
members  more  often  than  gain  them  (IHP  graduates  are  eligible  to  join  but  very  few  do),  and 
that  we  are  an  aging  population.  The  group  felt  unanimously  and  strongly  that  the  organization 
remains  vibrant,  and  relevant  to  today’s  nursing  and  to  the  MGH.  We  felt  this  for  several  rea- 
sons. First,  many  of  our  graduates  remain  in  active  practice  in  diverse  areas,  as  they  always 
have,  offering  leadership  & support  to  younger  nurses,  as  they  always  have.  Second,  we  contin- 
ue our  active  and  ongoing  financial  support  of  nursing  education  and  research  both  at  the  IHP 
and  the  MGH  Department  of  Nursing.  Third,  we  continue  to  enrich  and  enhance  the  history  of 
nursing  and  of  the  MGH  through  our  involvement  in  many  projects  and  activities  related  to  the 
preservation  of  our  shared  history.  All  of  the  first  Nightingale-based  schools  in  the  US,  of 
which  ours  was  one,  were  founded  in  1873.  Our  historical  collection  is  a remarkably  compre- 
hensive and  well-preserved  archive,  not  only  of  our  own  history  but  also  the  history  of  the  de- 
velopment of  professional  nursing  in  this  country.  As  such,  it  is  not  only  a treasure  to  us,  but  a 
tremendous  resource  for  historians  to  come.  Mary  Larkin  will  be  sharing  some  of  our  history 
through  a presentation  about  our  oral  history  project,  ‘Woices  Echoing  Forward,”  at  the  Interna- 
tional Nursing  History  Conference  of  the  Danish  Nursing  History  Society  to  be  held  in  Den- 
mark in  August,  2012.  We  encourage  any  interested  members  to  join  us  in  these  projects. 

On  a personal  note,  for  the  first  time  in  my  life  this  past  year  I had  to  confront  illness  not  as  a 
nurse  but  as  a patient,  a very  different  kettle  of  fish.  Among  many  other  things,  I learned  first- 
hand the  value  of  the  support  that  came  my  way  from  many  sources,  some  unexpected,  all  very 
sustaining.  The  NAA  oflTred  much  kindness  and  concern  over  many  months  & in  particular, 
Linda  Orrell  stepped  in  and  pulled  together  the  beautiful  centennial  edition  of  The  Record  My 
sincere  thanks  to  all  of  you.

About  this  fund:  In  1991,  The  MGFINAA  was  the  recipient  of  a sum  of  money  from  the  estate  of 
Bertella  Tompkins,  a 1905  graduate  of  the  School  of  Nursing.  Miss  Tompkins'  will  stated  that  the 
money  was  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumnae  has  chosen  to  use  the  interest  from  the  fund  to 
provide  assistance  to  graduates  with  identified  needs,  with  a priority  for  needs  that  are  health-  relat- 
ed. Since  1991,  more  than  $34,000  has  been  distributed  to  alumnae  for  medical  expenses  not  cov- 
ered by  insurance  or  other  forms  of  payment.  These  expenses  include  such  items  as  hearing  aids, 
wheelchairs,  and  co-payments  for  medical  procedures,  and  medications.  Alumnae  members  are 
eligible  for  a lifetime  total  of  $12,000.  from  this  fund,  and  are  encouraged  to  apply  for  this  assis- 
tance.

Annabella  McCrae  Loan  Fund

About  this  fund:  The  Loan  Fund  came  into  existence  in  .lanuary  1928.  shortly  after  a letter  was 
received  by  the  Alumnae  Association  from  R.  Louise  Metcalf  (*20)  representing  the  New  'V’ork 
MGll  Alumnae  group,  requesting  that  “a  loan  fund  for  graduate  study  be  established."  Details  for 
raising  and  dispersing  the  funds  were  outlined  in  the  letter.  A committee  was  formed,  a plan  devel- 
oped and  an  outline  published  in  the  Quarterly  Record  for  .lune.  1929.  A goal  of  raising  $2,000.00 
was  set.  and  was  reached  on  .lune  6.  1931 . The  first  loan  of  $500.00  was  made  for  the  year  1931  to 
Esther  Fessenden.  (”28).  When  Esther  Fessenden  Martinson  passed  away  in  2006.  a letter  from 
her  attorney  notified  us  that  she  had  left  $10,000.00  to  the  Fund  in  order  to  help  others  as  she  had 
been  helped.  Upon  Annabella  McCrae's  death,  her  former  nursing  students  raised  a significant  sum 
to  donate  to  the  Fund  in  her  name.  Miss  McCrae  taught  in  the  School  for  33  years  and  valued  edu- 
cation greatly,  so  it  was  fitting  that  at  some  point  between  1940  and  1947.  the  name  of  the  Fund 
was  changed  to  the  Annabella  McCrae  Loan  fund.

About  these  funds:  The  Sally  Johnson  (class  of  1910)  Fund  is  the  oldest,  established  in  1950  in 
tribute  to  Miss  .lohnson  by  nurses  aware  of  the  need  for  scholarships.  The  first  graduate  nurse  to 
receive  a scholarship  was  Barbara  Halm  in  1952.  At  the  present  time  $10, 000. 00  remains  in  the 
original  fund.  It  has  not  been  awarded  since  2006.  fhe  Fullerton  scholarship  is  named  lor  Felicia 
Kulig  Fullerton,  class  of  1931.  Her  husband  George  established  the  lund  in  her  memory 
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after  her  death  in  1981 . Each  year  he  would  drop  by  the  Alumnae  office  and  make  a generous 
donation  to  the  fund.  It  was  his  wish  to  help  the  graduates  of  the  school  pursue  degree  educa- 
tion in  nursing  and/or  related  health  fields.  Upon  his  death  in  1990,  the  Fullerton  Fund  became 
the  recipient  of  his  estate.  The  two  scholarships  were  combined  in  2000  for  more  efficient  fi- 
nancial management,  though  they  are  still  awarded  separately.  A combined  total  of  195  schol- 
arships have  been  awarded  through  these  two  funds  since  their  inception.

As  co-historian  for  our  Alumnae  Association  I am  delighted  to  welcome  you  to  another 
Homecoming.  This  is  our  largest  gathering  in  several  years,  160+  alumnae.  We  are  here  in  part 
because  of  our  respect  and  love  for  our  heritage,  and  the  legacy  we  each  carry  with  us,  both  as 
graduates  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  and  as  part  of  the  larger  hospital. 

Writing  in  The  MGH  News  about  the  death  of  Dr.  Frederic  Washburn  in  1949,  Dr.  Nathanial 
Fa.xon  said,  “Great  personalities  build  great  institutions  and,  conversely,  great  institutions  at- 
tract great  men  and  women.  Such  institutions  acquire  personalities  as  real  as  those  of  individu- 
als. If  the  personality  of  the  institution  is  one  of  high  idealism  it  repels  the  weak  and  insignifi- 
cant and  retains  only  those  personalities  worthy  of  its  own  ideals.  Thus,  to  be  associated  for  so 
long  a period  with  such  an  institution  as  the  MGH,  speaks  well  of  the  character  of  that  individu- 
al.” Now  for  a bit  of  history. 

Our  MGH  Nurses'  Alumnae  Association  was  founded  in  1895  by  some  of  its  most  distin- 
guished graduates,  including  Sophia  Palmer  & Mary  Davis,  when  the  school  was  just  twenty- 
two  years  old.  This  year  marks  the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  our  school's  closing  in  1981,  and 
despite  some  lean  years,  the  alumnae  association  today  is  strong  and  vibrant,  with  a voice  that  is 
heard  aeross  the  MGH,  through  its  active  support  of  MGH  nursing  education  and  research,  and 
through  our  participation  in  the  preservation  of  our  nursing  history  and  archives. 

In  1900,  the  Association  created  honorary  membership  for  nurses  who  were  not  graduates  of 
the  school  but  who  had  made  outstanding  contributions  to  its  growth  and  development.  In  that 
year,  three  people  were  so  honored. 

First  was  Linda  Richards  (1841-1930),  a graduate  of  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women 
& Children  and  America's  first  trained  nurse.  She  eame  to  the  then  floundering  Boston  Train- 
ing School  at  MGH  in  late  1874,  at  age  32,  with  just  one  year’s  work  experience  behind  her. 

The  sehool  was  beginning  its  second  year  of  experimental  life,  but  within  a year  she  had  given 
it  a solid  foundation.  In  his  memorial  article  about  her  in  the  New  England  Journal  of  Medi- 
cine, her  Boston  City  Hospital  colleague.  Dr  Alfred  Worcester,  wrote,  “Only  those  who  re- 
member the  surgeons  and  physicians  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  staff,  and  their  hos- 
tility to  nursing  schools,  can  appreciate  the  victory  Linda  Richards  won  in  that  ultraconservative 
institution.”  From  the  NEJM,  3/29/1930. 

Second  was  Jane  Sangster,  the  fifth  Superintendent  of  the  school.  She  was  born  in  Nova 
Scotia  & graduated  from  the  Bellevue  Training  School  in  1877.  She  came  to  us  in  1879,  but 
poor  health  foreed  her  to  resign  shortly  afterwards  and  little  else  is  known  of  her  today. 

Third  was  Anna  Maxwell  (1851-1929),  the  sixth  Superintendent  of  the  school.  A graduate 
of  both  the  New  England  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  and  Boston  City  Hospital  (under 
Linda  Richards)  programs,  she  guided  the  Boston  Training  School  from  1881  - 1889,  making 
significant  improvements  in  curriculum  and  practice,  such  as  introducing  the  first  nursing  text- 
book and  uniform,  and  bringing  tools  such  as  scissors  and  forceps  to  the  wards.  She  went  on  to 
a long  and  distinguished  career  at  New  York’s  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  was  also  instrumental 
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in  the  founding  of  the  Army  Nurse  Corps.  She  was  one  of  the  first  women  to  be  buried  in 
Arlington  National  Cemetery. 

One  hundred  years  passed  before  honorary  membership  was  eonferred  again.  Helen  Sher- 
win  (1916-2005),  a graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Training  Sehool  in  1934,  was 
recognized  in  2001,  in  part  for  creating  our  archives,  thus  preserving  the  heritage  we  celebrate 
today.  She  was  followed  in  2002  by  Natalie  Petzold,  a 1943  graduate  of  Simmons  College, 
who  presided  over  perhaps  the  most  painful  time  in  the  school's  history,  its  demise.  Most  re- 
cently, Karen  Wolf,  a 1973  graduate  of  ,Iohns  Hopkins,  was  honored  in  2008.  Karen,  who  pre- 
sented yesterday  at  our  Continuing  Education  Day  and  who  is  with  us  today,  is  author  of  The 
Next  Twenty-Five  Years,  Nursinu  Education  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  1973-1998, 
and  was  a prime  mover  in  launching  and  maintaining  our  oral  histoiy  project.  She  has  been  a 
strong  supporter  of  the  MGHNAA  over  her  many  years  as  a practitioner  in  Boston  and  profes- 
sor at  the  MGl IIHP. 

foday  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  announce  that  a seventh  member  will  join  that  elite  group, 

Patricia  Kamsdell  Austen. 

Daughter  of  a Worcester  physician,  Patty  is  a 1960  graduate  of  the  Simmons  College  Sehool 
of  Nursing's  five  year  program.  All  of  her  student  medical  and  surgical  training  was  done  at 
the  MGH,  including  a rotation  on  White  7,  where  another  MGH  romance  blossomed.  Patty's 
husband  of  o\  er  fifty  years.  Dr.  ,Ierry  Austen,  is  here  with  her  today.  Many  of  you  no  doubt 
remember  Dr.  Austen  during  those  days  and  frightening  on-call  nights  in  the  White  OR.  They 
have  four  children,  two  of  w hom  are  staff  physicians  at  the  MGH,  and  ten  gorgeous  grandchil- 
dren. fogether  and  separately  they  have  greatly  enriched  the  culture  of  the  hospital  and  done 
much  to  assure  that  that  culture  will  continue  to  thrive. 

fhe  genesis  of  this  idea  began  in  mid-2010,  with  an  email  from  Patty  to  me.  It  said  in  part,  “It 
(nursing)  has  been  a life-long  love.  I say  that  because  I still  have  a picture  of  myself  at  age  2, 
sitting  on  our  back  steps  wearing  a little  nurse's  uniform,  complete  with  hat,  and  giving  my  dol- 
ly a "shot'  in  her  rear." 

Patty's  nursing  background  has  infused  all  of  her  hospital-related  projects  & initiatives  over 
the  > ears.  As  an  active  member  of  the  Eadies  Visiting  Committee  for  the  past  thirty-seven 
> ears  (&  counting),  she  has  supported  many  EVC-funded  projects  to  enhance  the  patient  and 
family  experience  at  the  MGH.  These  include  such  things  as  the  Gray  Family  Waiting  Area, 
for  families  of  patients  undergoing  surgery  (where  she  also  works  as  a volunteer);  the  intra- 
campus shuttle,  which  transports  patients  from  one  end  of  the  main  campus  to  the  other;  and  she 
has  helped  to  formulate  many  direct  grants  from  the  Ladies  Visiting  Committee  to  Nursing,  So- 
cial Ser\  ice  and  other  departments  where  unmet  patient/family  needs  are  identified. 

Within  this  group,  she  chairs  the  History  and  Archives  Committee,  which  began  12  years  ago 
when  she  and  another  volunteer,  Elbe  Hackett,  simply  started  to  try  to  identify  and  document 
items  of  historical  value  around  the  hospital  campus.  These  efforts  have  led  to  the  preservation 
of  many  important  historical  materials,  some  long  neglected,  and  to  the  creation  of  the  online 
catalog  of  art  and  artifacts,  a work  in  progress  which  can  be  seen  on  the  MGH  website. 
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She  has  been  unyielding  in  her  efforts  to  make  the  MGH  Museum  the  reality  it  has  beeome. 
With  a velvet  glove  technique  which  1 have  personally  witnessed  and  of  which  1 stand  in  awe, 
she  has,  not  unlike  the  founding  women  of  the  old  Boston  Training  School,  won  over  all  man- 
ner of  adversaries. 

Patty  is  also  a long-time  member  of  the  MGH  History  Committee,  a strong  nursing  voice  in 
that  group  of  mostly  physicians  and  administrators.  All  of  her  work  is  infused  with  that  nursing 
sensibility,  and  she  brings  it  front  and  center  to  this  group.  She  has  been  a vocal  and  tireless 
advocate  for  our  School  of  Nursing,  Alumnae  Association  and  the  MGH  Department  of  Nurs- 
ing, to  an  audience  that  perhaps  may  not  have  always  fully  appreciated  the  nurse’s  role.  As  a 
result  of  her  efforts,  nursing  will  have  a prominent  place  in  the  museum  displays  as  they  evolve 
in  the  coming  months. 

Over  the  course  of  thirteen  months  of  researching,  meeting,  discussing,  compiling  and  editing 
the  material  for  our  book,  Nursiim  at  200,  Patty  worked  enthusiastically  along  with  us,  poring 
over  early  minutes  and  letters,  transcribing  handwritten  items,  discovering  previously  unknown 
facts.  Thanks  to  her  broad  knowledge  of  people  and  resources,  items  of  historical  value  to  the 
school,  its  alumnae  and  to  nursing  history,  have  been  identified  and  given  proper  care  and  con- 
servation. 

Her  work  on  the  nursing  history  book  has,  she  says,  deepened  her  knowledge  about  the  role 
of  the  school  and  its  alumnae  in  the  hospital’s  history,  and  made  her  an  even  stronger  advocate 
on  our  behalf  And  when  we  talk  about  nursing  at  the  MGH,  we  shouldn’t  forget  that  from 
1 875  through  the  1950s,  “nursing”  essentially  meant  our  School  of  Nursing  and  its  graduates. 

So  now  let  me  say  welcome,  Patty,  to  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association.  We  can  now 
make  official  what  has  been  true  in  fact  all  these  years:  you  are  one  of  us.  Please  come  up  and 
accept  a remembrance  of  this  occasion,  along  with  our  sincere  gratitude  for  all  of  your  efforts  in 
behalf  of  our  nurses  and  the  hospital.

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Editor's  Note:  The  most  reeent  CE  Day  ineluded  a fascinating  account  by  nurse-historian  Deborah 
Sampson  of  the  1917  disaster  in  Elalifax,  NS  and  the  response  of  New  Englanders  to  it.  One  of  her  im- 
portant sources  was  The  Quarterly  Reeord  of  the  MGH  Nurses  Alumnae  Association  for  March,  1918, 
detailing  the  experiences  of  several  MGH  nurses  who  went  to  Halifax  immediately  following  the  ex- 
plosion. Herewith  we  present  some  of  the  original  article  (Ed  love  to  have  met  Edna  Harrison  - ed.).

THE  EXPEDITION  TO  HALIEAX 

On  December  6,  1917,  the  world  was  shocked  by  the  news  of  the  Halifax  disaster  caused  by  the  ex- 
plosion of  three  thousand  tons  of  trinitrotuluol  on  board  the  French  munition  ship,  Mont  Blanc,  after 
the  collision  of  that  boat  with  the  //no,  a Belgian  relief  steamer.. .Apparently  a short  time  elapsed  before 
the  explosion  took  place,  then,  in  less  time  than  it  takes  to  write  this,  the  whole  side  of  the  hill  - an  area 
of  two  square  miles  - was  laid  waste.  Fully  fifteen  hundred  people  were  killed,  and  many  more  were 
injured. 

Our  Boston  Red  Cross  Llnit  consisted  of  about  twenty-five  doctors,  seventy  nurses,  three  medical  stu- 
dents and  six  male  nurses.  Dr.  William  E.  Ladd  was  in  charge,  with  Miss  Cox  as  chief  nurse.  Alt- 
hough the  unit  went  under  the  auspices  of  the  Red  Cross,  all  members  were  volunteers  and  started  with 
practically  no  notice.  Frances  Daily,  SON  1907 

The  Trip 

My  part  in  this  relay  race  to  Halifax  is  to  be  the  trip  down. ..We  started  from  the  MGH,  six  of  us,  at 
1 :30  pm  to  join  the  rest  of  the  nurses  at  the  Beal  Registry.  Excitement  ran  high  and  we  were  overflow- 
ing with  noble  ideas  of  rescue  and  relief  At  Charlesgate  East  we  found  a crowd,  in  fact  a motley 
crowd,  of  other  “noble  souls,"  all  waiting,  not  patiently,  but  in  a seething  mass,  for  further  orders;  and 
we  waited  and  waited,  and  having  an  hour  or  so,  we  then  waited  some  more.  At  about  5 pm,  someone 
who  believed  that  charity  should  begin  at  home  served  coffee  to  us,  and  at  six  it  was  arranged  for  us  to 
have  supper. 

About  seven  o'clock  machines  arrived  to  take  us  to  the  station,  and  once  more  enthusiasm  flamed  up. 
How  brave  we  felt,  and  what  a noble  part  we  thought  we  played!  We  were  due  to  leave  the  station  at  8 
pm.  Did  we  start  at  8 pm?  Indeed  we  did  not!  We  waited  there,  looking  very  much  like  a crowd  of 
immigrants  and  having  moments  of  almost  human  intelligence  now  and  then  in  which  we  purchased 
llannel  shirts  and  overshoes,  until  10  pm. 

At  last  the  moment  of  departure  came,  and  with  a last  cup  of  coffee  and  sandwiches  from  the  Red 
Cross  ladies  we  pulled  out  of  the  station.  We  were  bunked  two  in  a berth  but  in  spite  of  this,  our  spirits 
were  high.  Were  we  not  on  a special  train,  guaranteed  no  stops,  lightning  express,  due  to  land  us  in 
grief-stricken  Halifax  the  next  night  at  the  latest?  Little  did  we  count  on  the  elements  or  know'  the  way 
of  sleeping  car  specials.  We  never  stopped  at  stations,  that  would  have  been  too  ordinary;  but  we 
stopped  between  stations  to  thaw  out  the  steam,  and  as  the  mercuiy  dropped  from  cold,  colder  to 
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coldest,  we  stopped  often  and  more  often.  This  continued  all  through  the  night  and  Saturday  morn- 
ing until  we  arri\  ed  at  Macadam  Junction  for  breakfast  at  1 1 ;30  am.  Don't  think  I have  made  a 
mistake  and  meant  to  say  lunch.  It  was  breakfast  and,  sad  to  relate,  proved  to  be  also  dinner  and 
supper... 

Picture  if  you  can  the  scene  of  confusion  in  our  midst,  when  about  a hundred  yards  out  of  the  sta- 
tion the  emergency  whistle  blew,  the  emergency  brakes  came  on  with  a crunch  and  grind,  and  we 
staid,  sedate  members  of  the  party  were  jolted  out  of  our  seats  by  the  abrupt  stopping  of  the  train. 

Inv  estigation  proved  that  the  frivolous  members  of  our  party,  such  as  Miss  Cox,  Miss  Richardson, 
Dr.  Broughton  and  a few  others,  had  been  left  behind  at  the  station  bar  (excuse  me,  I mean  lunch 
counter). 

After  this  slight  diversion,  we  continued  on  our  journey  without  water,  without  heat,  without  eat- 
ing; in  fact  without  anything  except  frequent  stops,  until  1 1 :45  pm,  when  we  dined  sumptuously  on 
sandwiches,  pie  and  coffee  at  the  Muncton  RR  lunch.  Enthusiasm  had  died  long  since,  and  spirits 
were  falling  rapidly,  yet  evervone  kept  on  smiling. 

On  Sunday  morning  we  arrived  in  Truro. .Here  we  did  have  a good  breakfast,  and  took  the  oppor- 
tunity to  purchase  a supply  of  food  for  future  emergencies.  We  had  been  without  water  on  the  train 
for  eighteen  hours,  so  cleanliness  had  ceased  to  be  a necessity,  and  we  had  gotten  over  the  habit  of 
drinking  entirely  . After  a little  delay  at  Truro,  we  continued  on  our  jerky  way  to  Halifax,  arriving 
there  about  4 pm  Sunday  afternoon,  very  tired,  very  dirty,  and  very  hungry,  but  still  with  the  little 
light  of  service  burning  brightly  in  our  souls.  Edna  Harrison  (1910) 

fhe  Hospital 

St.  Mar\ 's  College,  a Catholic  boys'  school,  was  given  over  to  “Base  Hospital  No. 5"  by  the  Ca- 
nadian government,  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  sufferers  from  the  explosion.  The  day  we  took  pos- 
session was  a grand  scrub  day,  for  not  a window  had  been  spared,  and  all  the  glass,  in  hundreds  of 
pieces,  lav  on  the  tloor,  or  was  shot  into  doors  and  walls.  The  Boors  were  covered  with  snow,  mud 
and  w ater  - the  remnants  of  the  blizzard  which  followed  the  explosion.  Each  doctor,  nurse  and  or- 
derly acquired  either  broom,  pail  or  mop  and  set  to  work  to  clear  the  debris.  They  worked  with 
such  vigor  that  by  evening  we  were  ready  for  patients,  with  all  beds  made  up  and  supplies  distribut- 
ed. 

On  the  morning  of  the  third  day  we  began  receiv  ing  patients.  The  admitting  physicisn  and  nurse 
were  kept  busy,  as  the  people  arrived  in  lots  of  four,  and  by  evening  we  had  our  hospital  running 
smoothly,  with  seventy-five  patients. 

A contingent  of  twenty-five  Canadian  soldiers,  ready  for  "overseas,"  were  stationed  with  us,  and 
the  duty  of  carrying  each  stretcher  up  three  Bights  of  stairs  fell  to  them. 

On  the  third  Boor  a children's  ward  and  women’s  ward  were  soon  filled. ..The  second  Boor  was 
divided  into  doctors'  quarters,  one  small  ward  , barracks  for  the  soldiers,  and  a large  general  supply 
room,  fhe  chief  nurse  occupied  a desk  in  the  corridor.  The  first  Boor  was  the  scene  of  great  activi- 
ty at  all  hours  of  the  day,  for  it  contained  the  headquarters  of  the  quartermaster  and  his  assistants. 
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The  office  of  the  senior  medical  officer  and  staff  the  admitting  office  and  waiting  room,  the  outpa- 
tient department,  the  operating  rooms,  and  one  large  male  ward. 

The  operating  rooms,  although  the  windows  were  boarded  in,  were  well  lighted  by  electricity.  In 
one  room  the  entire  wall  was  a bookcase  with  glass  doors.  Strange  to  say,  not  one  pane  of  glass 
had  been  broken.  This  bookcase  was  most  convenient  for  surgical  dressings.  The  operating  rooms 
were  furnished  with  one  white  enamel  table,  a collapsible  operating  table,  and  chairs  provided  by 
the  college.  A two-burner  electric  stove  for  sterilizing  was  part  of  the  Red  Cross  equipment.  Only 
minor  surgery  was  done,  such  as  removal  of  foreign  bodies  (glass),  the  tying  of  blood  vessels  for 
secondary  hemorrhage,  and  eye  enucleations. 

One  can  hardly  believe  that  a wrecked  building,  as  this  was  on  Monday,  could  have  been  trans- 
formed into  a well-organized  hospital  of  150  beds  in  two  days.  Corine  Samuelson  (1913) 

The  Convent 

The  first  night  on  our  arrival  in  Halifax,  sleeping  quarters  were  scarce  and  we  cheerfully  went 
back  to  the  train  to  sleep.. On  the  fourth  night  we  were  told  we  would  have  as  our  home  the  Sacred 
Heart  Convent. 

At  nine  o'clock  we  (meaning  sixty  or  more  nurses)  went  in  search  of  the  Convent,  and  were  wel- 
comed by  many  kind  sisters.  Each  nurse  was  assigned  a cubicle,  which  consisted  of  a bed,  wash 
stand  and  chair  - such  strange  little  places  we  had  never  seen  before! 

The  first  few  nights  in  our  new  home  we  had  no  light,  with  the  exception  of  a very  small  individ- 
ual candle,  and  the  next  morning  we  had  difficulty  in  finding  our  wearing  apparel;  and  with  no  mir- 
rors with  which  to  comb  our  hair  we  were  a sorry  looking  lot  of  nurses  - our  caps  and  collars  were 
somewhat  misplaced. 

Of  course  we  soon  became  accustomed  to  do  without  baths,  as  there  was  no  hot  water  in  the 
building  for  the  first  two  weeks  we  were  there;  and  when  the  word  came,  “you  may  all  have  baths 
tonight,"  there  was  more  or  less  excitement  in  seeing  who  could  reach  the  tubs  first. 

After  leaving  the  convent  we  understood  it  was  necessary  to  fumigate  the  building,  whether  it  was 
from  a standpoint  of  spiritual  cleanliness  or  otherwise  we  must  always  remain  in  doubt.  However, 
we  shall  never  forget  the  kindness  shown  us  while  we  were  there. 

A better  or  more  congenial  lot  of  nurses  could  never  be  found  anywhere;  our  chief  nurse  we  loved. 
We  were  sorry  when  our  Halifax  trip  came  to  an  end.  Adele  T.  Richardson  (1915) 
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A Review  of  the  Oral  History  Projeet: 

How  did  it  start,  where  are  we  at  today  and  w hat  lies  ahead? 

The  history  of  nursing  education  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  (MGH)  retlects  the  growth  of 
the  nursing  profession.  The  MGH  School  of  Nursing  (formerly  the  Boston  Training  School  for  Nurs- 
es) founded  in  1873.  was  one  of  the  original  Nightingale  Schools  in  the  United  States.  The  school 
graduated  7032  nurses  before  closing  in  1981  and  then  continuing  as  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health  Pro- 
fessions Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  in  1982.  Early  graduates  of  the  school  were  leaders  in  Ameri- 
can nursing,  played  active  roles  in  establishing  the  Nurses'  Associated  Alumnae,  the  American  .lour- 
nal  of  Nursing,  the  American  Nurses  Association  and  other  training  schools  worldwide.  The  school's 
rich  archival  holdings  reach  back  to  its  beginnings  and  highlight  its  curriculum,  policies  and  strong 
nursing  leadership.  While  the  school's  history  is  well  documented  in  the  archives  and  in  information 
collected  from  graduates  by  Sylvia  Perkins  in  preparation  for  the  1973  Centennial,  there  is  limited  in- 
formation in  the  archives  on  the  lives  and  careers  of  the  graduates. 


How  did  the  oral  history  project  get  started? 

In  1998  Dr.  Karen  Wolf,  nursing  faculty  at  the  MGHIHP  Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  and  Tinda 
Tass  Orrell  "67.  historian  of  the  Alumnae  Association  discussed  the  concept  of  an  oral  history  project 
and  saw  value  in  documenting  and  preserving  our  rich  history  . They  had  conducted  interviews  of 
nurse  leaders  at  the  MGH.  the  School  of  Nursing  and  the  MGHIHP  Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  pri- 
or to  the  125’'^  Celebration  and  felt  that  a continuation  of  this  work  was  important.  Thus,  a research 
project  entitled  "Nursing  Education  at  the  MGH;  An  Evolution  Tied  to  Societal  Events  and  Changes” 
was  proposed. 

In  2005.  questionnaires  were  sent  to  over  2000  graduates  asking  them  to  discuss  their  rationale  for  ca- 
reer choice,  school  selection,  social  forces  intluencing  their  lives  during  their  school  years,  memories 
of  school  and  social  life,  career  path  with  rellections  on  their  education  and  career  development.  Ap- 
proximately 500  questionnaires  were  returned  and  more  than  half  agreed  to  be  interviewed.  Although 
specific  to  the  MGH.  the  goal  of  the  collective  histories  was  to  enrich  the  understanding  of  social,  eco- 
nomic and  political  trends  that  shaped  and  challenged  the  nursing  profession  over  time.  A review^  of 
the  questionnaires  and  initial  interviews  reveal  distinct  patterns  and  career  paths.  Eeadership  in  spe- 
cialty practice,  nursing  education,  nursing  administration,  research  and  health  policy  is  evident.  The 
personal  rellections  and  professional  journeys  of  MGH  graduates  highlight  the  challenges  of  economic 
constraints,  w artime,  technological  developments,  nursing  shortages,  social  redefinition  of  barriers  to 
collegiate  degrees  for  nurses,  and  the  changing  roles  and  opportunities  for  women. 

W here  are  w e at  today  with  the  project? 

Preserx  ing  the  history  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  and  its  graduates  is  a primary  goal  of  the  MGH 
Nurses'  Alumnae  Association.  Our  efforts  have  been  ongoing  and  we  have  continued  to  schedule  and 
record  interx  lews  in  recent  years,  fhese  interviews  when  viewed  collectively  enhance  our  knowledge 
of  how  nursing  education  and  practice  were  shaped  by  the  social  context.  I'he  ongoing  goal  of  the  Oral 
1 listory  Project  is  to  better  describe  the  many  factors  that  shaped  the  experiences  of  cohorts  of  nursing 
graduates  from  the  1930's  to  the  present,  including  the  changing  role  of  women  in  society,  emerging 
options  for  education  and  employment,  health  care  system  change  and  social  crises  such  as  wars,  dis- 
asters and  financial  depressions. 
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After  taking  a short  break  to  collaborate  with  the  MGIl  Department  of  Nursing  on  the  book  Nursintt  at 
200,  the  Oral  History  Project  has  been  reinvigorated  by  the  new  chairperson.  Mary  Larkin  '76.  The 
volunteer  committee  includes  Dr  Karen  Wolf,  who  is  now  teaching  in  California,  Linda  Lass  Orrell  '67 
and  Susan  Fisher  '66  co-historians  for  the  NAA,  Ann  Collins  '66  and  Donna  Hovey  "71.  In  201 1 we 
had  the  wonderful  opportunity  to  interview  two  of  our  graduates  who  are  both  over  90  years  of  age: 
Mary  Larkin  (Heney)  '42  and  Marion  Bates  '34.  We  have  sorted  our  database  by  geographic  region 
and  by  year  and  are  developing  systems  of  targeting  interviews  to  be  completed  and  utilizing  other  vol- 
unteers among  the  alumnae  who  are  have  expressed  interest  in  performing  interviews  in  their  areas. 

Also  in  201 1 we  submitted  an  abstract  to  present  a paper;  Voices  Echoing  Fonvard:  The  MG H School 
of  Nursing  Oral  History  Project  at  the  International  Nursing  History  Conference  in  Denmark,  August  9 
-1 1 , 2012.  To  our  delight  the  abstract  was  accepted  and  we  will  be  presenting  at  the  conference. 


What  work  lies  ahead  for  the  Oral  History  Project? 

We  recognize  the  need  to  keep  moving  forward  with  the  oral  histories,  a daunting  task  as  graduates  are 
located  all  over  the  US,  Canada,  and  the  rest  of  the  world.  The  committee  has  come  up  with  some  sug- 
gestions aimed  at  collecting  more  interviews; 

• We  plan  to  do  oral  history  interviews  each  year  at  Homecoming.  There  will  be  more  infor- 
mation on  the  process  in  the  spring  issue  of  Beyond  the  Cap. 

• We  are  working  out  the  logistics  of  having  graduates  in  different  geographic  locations  ob- 
tain oral  history  audio  tapes  in  their  region.  We  will  supply  suggested  questions  for  the  in- 
terview and  tips  on  interviewing  as  well  as  other  support. 

• We  understand  that  some  graduates  may  not  want  to  be  interviewed  but  may  still  want  to 
contribute  their  own  oral  history.  We  will  happily  sent  the  suggested  questions  and  tips  to 
do  your  own  oral  history  on  a tape  that  you  can  send  us.  One  member  of  the  group  also  sug- 
gested that  some  might  want  to  give  the  questions  to  a family  member  so  that  they  can  con- 
duct the  interview. 

W'hile  the  history  of  our  school  and  its  alumnae  is  institutionally  unique,  the  more  than  one  hundred 
thirty  years  of  nursing  education  history  provides  a rich  view^  of  the  advancement  of  our  profession 
and  validates  the  impact  of  nursing  across  the  world.  We  are  grateful  to  those  who  have  contributed  to 
the  project  by  sharing  their  memories  and  experiences  and  hope  to  reach  many  more  of  you  in  the  fu- 
ture. We  believe  that  the  MGH  NAA  oral  history^  project  will  serve  as  a source  of  learning  for  future 
generations  of  nurses.

fhafs  what  Quinn,  62,  is  best  at.  That's  what  he 
knows,  and  it  is  a w isdom  collected  over  seven  years 
as  a nurse  at  the  King  County  Jail  and  23  years  on  the 
streets  as  a nurse  w ith  the  Health  Care  for  the  Home- 
less Network. 


No  news 
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That  ended  last  week,  when  Qiiinn  retired  for  medi- 
cal reasons  of  his  own.  The  cancer  that  he  thought 
was  gone  for  good  came  back  last  spring,  this  time 
to  his  lungs.  His  doctor  gave  him  a year,  maybe 
two. 

Ever  the  stubborn  Irishman,  Quinn  continued  to 
work  for  a while,  but  finally  concluded  that  he 
couldn’t  risk  contracting  infection  out  there  any- 
more and  that  his  life's  work  was  done,  as  of  last 
Thursday. 

"It's  really  distracting,”  he  told  me,  looking  at  the 
bags  of  medicine  hanging  nearby.  "1  don't  want  to 
be  preoccupied  by  all  this. 

"I've  always  felt  that  doing  what  I have  done  is 
therapeutic  for  me  because  1 needed  to  do  that,  and 
those  people  need  me,”  Quinn  continued.  "I've  al- 
ways thought  of  my  work  as  more  of  a vocation,  a 
way  of  life.  It's  not  just  wearing  a badge.  It's  mold- 
ed into  my  personality. 

"1  want  to  work!” 

While  so  many  others  in  the  city  have  been  focused 
on  policy,  and  as  the  Ten-Year  Plan  to  End  Home- 
lessness enters  its  sixth  year  (and  with  no  end  in 
sight),  Quinn  has  been  on  the  front  lines,  quietly 
tending  to  the  faces  behind  the  issue. 

1 here  are,  unfortunately,  more  than  last  year.  In  its 
annual  One  Night  Count,  conducted  last  month,  the 
Seattle/King  County  Coalition  on  Homelessness 
reported  2,5d4  men,  women  and  children  without 
shelter  in  King  Count)  , a slight  increase  over  last 
year’s  2,442.  ^ 

Quinn  doesn't  care  about  the  numbers  — only  the 
aches  and  pains. 

His  gift  was  an  ability  to  find  just  the  right  amount 
of  space  and  just  the  right  words  to  allow  the  most 
basic  question  to  be  asked;  "How  you  feeling  to- 
day'’” 

"'t  oil  have  to  coax,"  C^ninn  said.  "To  form  a rela- 
tionship that  is  authentic.  1 can  ask  you  all  kinds  of 
questions  and  you  will  divulge  to  me,  in  a mo- 
ment." 

l)i\  ulge,  and  surrender.  Quinn  enjoyed  delousing 
patients,  he  said,  because  it  was  an  instant  cure,  a 
problem  solved. 

fhere  were  characters,  like  the  self-described 
"tramp"  who  jumped  from  trains  and  didn't  under- 
stand why  his  knees  hurt. 


Maybe  because  you're  82,  C^ninn  said. 

He  asked  Quinn  for  "liniment"  and,  after  being  giv- 
en ibuprofen,  called  it  "a  miracle." 

Quinn  described  street  nursing  as  "a  sensual  experi- 
ence." You  have  to  use  your  eyes  to  see  wounds. 
Your  ears  to  hear  what  a person  is  say  ing,  and  the 
sounds  or  lack  thereof  You  need  touch  to  feel  if 
they're  warm.  And  while  you  don't  taste  anything, 
the  smell  makes  up  for  it. 

"There  were  toxic  smells,  but  you  know  that  the 
person  would  be  all  better  soon,"  Quinn  said. 

"What  other  work  is  giving  you  immediate  satisfac- 
tion'?" 

Quinn  was  raised  in  the  fists-up  town  of  Lynn, 
Mass.,  where  he  lived  down  the  road  from  the 
"poor  farm,"  and  was  educated  by  nuns  who  con- 
sidered helping  the  homeless  a mission. 

He  came  back  from  Vietnam  and  worked  as  an  or- 
derly in  the  local  hospital,  where  he  became  known 
for  calming  fretful  patients.  Years  later,  with  a 
nursing  degree,  he  did  the  same  thing  for  another 
group  on  the  fringes  — the  King  County  Jail  popu- 
lation — before  hitting  the  streets. 

"He  could  have  been  a supervisor,  a doctor,"  said 
his  wife,  Joanne,  with  whom  Quinn  has  two  daugh- 
ters and  three  grandchildren.  "But  this  is  the  niche 
that  works  for  him.  1 can't  see  him  being  anything 
else." 

And  this  was  the  place  for  it,  Quinn  said.  Seattle  is 
tolerant  and  has  a "unique  generosity"  that  provides 
medical  treatment,  addiction  services  and  housing 
to  the  homeless  that  he  hopes  continues  — along 
with  our  sensitivity  . 

"When  you  lose  sensitivity,"  he  said,  "it's  time  to 
get  out  of  the  game." 

The  cruel  truth  is  that  Quinn  hasn't  lost  his  sensitiv- 
ity. Just  his  ability  to  exercise  it  on  the  street  with 
those  who  need  him. 

Eor  now. 

"1  am  like  the  Irish  fighter,  Jerry  Quarry,"  he  said. 
"He'd  be  all  bruised,  cuts,  and  never  go  down. 
That's  how  I feel." 

But  if  that  day  comes,  he  said,  treat  him  like  the 
good  Irishman  he  is. 
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"I  don't  want  sobbing,"  Oninn  said.  "Just  whiskey. 
Prop  me  up  and  bid  me  adieu." 

Adieu,  and  deep  thanks  for  the  care.
